Thera is a very fixed and elaborate 


code governing the whole corps of diplo- 
mats, and any question which arises 
about which there is uncertainty is re- 


ferred always to the dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, the dean being the oldest 
diplomat in. time of service in Washing- 
ton. 


All these and a thousand other ques- 


tions are worked out by the social sec- 
retary. Not only the president's wife, 
but prominent cabinet officers' wives and 
wives of senators and rich membprs of 
the house employ social secretaries.

EXPLAIN WHY OF IT 


Chicago, Dec. 30.—Members of the Na- 


tional American Woman's Suffrage as- 
sociation have refused to "play second 
fiddle" to a mere preaident. 


It was announced yesterday in Chi- 


cago and Washington that a suffrage 
parade will be made on March 3 and 
that there will therefore be no advo- 
cates of "votes for women" behind the 
carriage 
of President-elect 
Woodrow 


Wilson on his inaugural day, March 4, 
as was originally planned. 


Thpsa in charge of arrangements for 


the inaugural pageant had reserved a

Pleaded Guilty 


The murderer was arraigned in the 


court of Justice of the Peace ("iather, 
at 8 o'clock Saturday night and pleud- 
eS guilty to a charge of murdering his 
wife, Rennie Hart, aged twenty-three, 
and his mother-in-law, Mrs. Sarah Mc- 
Bride, aged fifty. Ho was held to an- 
swer to' the circuit court without bail. 


Hart's venion of the tragedy of Fri- 


day night was as follows: 


"I had been drinking diluted alcohol 


the greater part of Friday and met my 
wife on the street about 8 o'clock In the 
evening. 
She called me to her and ask- 


ed me to get her a box for kindling, 
which I did, afterward walking around 
the street with her and buying her a 
loaf of bread, some mixed nuts and a 
bottln of vaneline. I then accompanied 
her home with the understanding that 
she would accompany me back to town 
so th»t we could attend the movies, 
which she said she would do after she 
had attended to the baby. 
But her 


mother refused to allow her lo accom- 
pany me up town and she told me to 
bring the box down anyway. I went up 
town and borrowed the revolver, saying 
that I intended to go back to the home 
of Mrs. McBride and that if she,stirred 
up any more fuss I intended to kill- 
them and myself. 


"I returned to the house about 10 


o'clock in the evening and was admit- 
ted. 
Both women were in bed at the 


time I arrived and finally Mrs. McBride 
arose to her knocs in bed and said that 
she wan going to get the butcher knife, 
upon which I shot her. 
After I had 


shot the mother, my wife went after the 
stove poker and I shot her and then 
tried to shoot myself. They got what 
they deserved."

Ho situ in the jail a nervous 
wreck, and frequently asks about the 
little threp-months-old babe, lying only 
a few blocks from the jail crying for it's 
mother, and a mother's care and atten- 
tion. • The -babfi- was . lying beside its 
mother in bed when the tragedy Occur- 
red, and it was unharmed.

Controller May Gire InJform*tion. 


Acting on Mr. Wickersham's advice, 


President Taft has written a letter to 
Chairman Pujo declining tb direct the 
controller to institute the special in- 
vestigation of national bank affairs de- 
sired by the committee, but stating that 
the controller in authorized to furnish 
certain information already in his pos- 
session. 


Part of this information relates to 


lists of national 
hanks' 
stockholders 


held by Controller Murray, which will 
bft useful to the committee in its efforts 
to analyze the joint control of financial 
institutions. 


It transpired last night that the at- 


torney general is angered by the publi- 
cation of the. Brown opinion and has in- 
stituted an inquiry to determine wheth- 
er the young lawyer had anything jto do 
with the disclosure. 


Brown maintained that congrei» has 


no right to compel testimony, on any 
subject on which it lacks authority to 
legislate. He 
cited 
stock «iohange«, 


clearing houses and insurance companies 
as institutions over which the federal 
government has no control and averred 
that testimony in regard to them could 
not be compelled by any congressional 
investigating committee. 


Furthermore he argued that national 


bank officers could not bo required to 
testify concerning national 
bank af- 


fairs »nd that the controller could give 
out no information not made public un- 
der authority of law. 


Wickersham Holds to Pact* 


The Pujo committee some time ago 


requested President Taft to authorize 
the controller to make a special inveati- 
gation of national bank matter* and the 
president called on the attorney general 
for an opinion. 


After receiving tentative drafts of an 


opinion from Brown and other assiufc. 
ants, Mr. Wickeraham rendered his own 
advice, which did not go outside of the 
question railed by the committee's re- 
quest.

Tho advent of Von Kiderlein-Waeeht- 


cr was not greeted with great enthus- 
iasm in the German imperial parlia- 
ment. He was a very poor orator and 
his speeches did not create a very good 
impression. 
H« was known, however, 


as one of tho shrewdest men in German 
diplomacy and was regarded as an ex- 
pert on affairs of the near east, owing 
to his having been statlonsd for a long 
time in the Balkans. 


During bis.short period of office as 


foreign secretary he was successful in 
steering the international politic* of 
the German empire through a period of 
unusual entanglement, more especially 
in regard to the settlement of the dis- 
pute between France and Germany as to 
the future of Morocco. 
Th« negotla-' 


tions were brought to a successful term- 
ination last year -when Franca and Ger- 
many signed an agreement as the re- 
sult of which their relations have he- 
come much more cordial. 


Von Kiderlein-Waechter was for many 


years a great favorite of Emperor Wil- 
liam, who, however, practically banished 
him for .n decade to what -wag then the 
comparatively 
unimportant post of 


minister at Bucharest, because on one 
occasion he had presumed too much up- 
bn the emperor's favor. 


Von Kiderlein-Wa*chter fas a bach- 


elor. He belonged to a very old Wur- 
temberg family, which was raised to 
the nobility in 1868. K« was born Julv 
in 1852, and while he was studying law 
volunteered and fought throughout the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1370-71. 
He 


entered the diplomatic service in Wfi 
and served in St. Petersburg. Paris, Cop- 
enhagen. Constantinople arid Bucharest: 


Owing to the suddenness of tho for- 


eign secretary's death, there has oeen 
no talk as to his probable successor.
